Sound Recording and the Federal Government (1990) -- Brochure describing programs 
throughout the federal government and its agencies which provide assistance for the 
production and martketing of Canadian musical products. It provides an overview of the 
programs, their objectives, the kinds of assistance available and other related details. 


The Department of Communications Research Program: 


The Department’s research activities take place at three major centres: The Communications 
Research Centre (CRC) at Shirleys Bay near Ottawa, the Canadian Workplace Automation 
Research Centre (CWARC) in Laval, Québec and the Canadian Conservation Institute 
(CCI) in Ottawa. 


Three recently released brochures describe each of the main areas of research at the CRC; 
they are: 


Communications Technologies Research (1990) -- Generic research and development in 
radio and satellite communications systems and services.

SHARP (1989) -- A description of the Stationary High Altitude Relay Platform (SHARP) 
which is powered by direct current transformed from microwave energy beamed up from 
dish antennas on the ground. SHARP was developed by Department of Communications 
researchers as a less-expensive complement to communications satellites. 


Tuning In: Understanding Broadcast Interference (1989) -- Pamphlet with general 
instructions on how to improve radio or television reception in your home. 


Canada and the Olympus Program: Toward a New Generation of High-Powered 
satellites (1989) -- This brochure describes Canada’s role in building the Olympus, the 
largest satellite for use in civil communications ever to be launched in the western world. 
The Olympus is a joint space venture with the European Space Agency. 
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Book Publishing Industry Development Program (1988) -- This booklet serves as a guide 
for Canadian book publishers, in outlining the general criteria for application and eligibility 
for assistance. 


Mobile VHF Radiotelephone on Board Pleasure Craft (1988) -- Pamphlet outlining the 
major points on obtaining a VHF radiotelephone for your pleasure craft.

Chaired by André 
Bureau, the advisory committee on the TV5 television network was asked by the federal 
and Québec Communications ministers to present recommendations on TV5 programming 
and operations. 


Government Response to the Report of the Standing Committee on Communications 
and Culture Respecting the Status of the Artist (1990) -- In this document, tabled at the 
House of Commons on May 16, 1990, the Government made its intention to recognize by 
law the professional status of Canadian performing artists and creative artists. 


Annual Report - Cultural Property Export and Import Act (1988-1989) -Describes the 
administration of the Act, including import control measures, tax incentives for individuals 
who donate or sell cultural objects to public institutions, and grants to assist institutions in 
purchasing cultural objects. 


Annual Report (1988-1989) -- A report on the Department of Communications’ activities 
and programs during fiscal year 1988-1989. 


Port Information Systems Around the World (1990) -- This report documents other 
countries’ projects related to the transportation industry’s adoption of Electronic Data 
Interchange (EDI) to increase the efficiency of the complex transportation chain and 
develop a common system that meets all their requirements. 
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The CHAT/AIDS Alberta Field Trial: Usage Characteristics and user’s Comments 
(1990) -- Report on the field trial of the user friendly computer information system called 
CHAT (Conversational Hypertext Access by Telecommunications). The computer contained 
an AIDS database which provided confidential, non-judgmental information available to 
people having the use of computer terminals and modems with access to public 
telecommunications dial ports in Alberta centres. 


ISDN Canada: Report on ISDN Implementation in Canada (1989) -- Summary of work 
of the Private Sector Advisory Committee on Integrated Services Digital Network (ISDN). 
The report calls for national standards in relation to the implementation of the ISDN 
integrated access services to users and notes the work already begun in Canadian standards- 
writing bodies. The report also stresses the need to consider ISDN as a matter warranting 
serious policy attention. 


Linking Artists and Audiences (1989) -- Study released by the Minister of 
Communications on the need to improve the socio-economic situation of the artist. This 
document examines the physical infrastructure and capital requirements in the cultural 
community, as well as levels of consumer awareness, knowledge and participtation in 
Canadian cultural activities. i 


The Museum Labour Force in Canada: Current status and emerging needs (1989) -- 
The first comprehensive study based on a survey, conducted as part of a co-operative effort 
between the Department of Communications and the Canadian Museums Association, of a 
Canada-wide sample of museum workers. It examines the composition of the current 
labour force; occupational characteristics; opportunities for professional training; the 
potential impact of social and economic trends on supply and demand; perceptions of the 
quality of working life; and the implications for public policy. 


Government Response to the Report of the Standing Committee on Communications 
and Culture, Review of Taxation of Artists and the Arts (1988) -- The government’s 
response to Taxation of Artists and the Arts, the second report of the Standing Committee 
on Communications and Culture, was tabled on September 20, 1988. In its response, the 
government stressed its commitment to ensuring fair and equitable tax treatment for artists 
in Canada and to recognizing their unique status. 


Comprehensive Government Response to the Tenth Report of the Standing Committee 
on Communications and Culture: Accomodation Requirements of the National Archives 
in Canada (1988) -- Tabled in the House of Commons on May 6, 1988, the Government 
gave its response to the report of the Standing Committee concerning accommodation needs 
of the National Archives of Canada. 


Government Response to the Fifteenth Report of the Standing Committee on 
Communications and Culture (1988) -- Response to the Committee’s fifteenth report 
reflecting on the new broadcasting policy, all of which were tabled in the House of 
Commons on the same day, June 23, 1988. Additional comments were provided on the 
action the Government decided to take with respect to the matters raised in the 
Committee’s fifth and sixth report. 
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Challenges and Choices (1988) -- A discussion paper on museum policy prepared by the 
Department of Communications to describe the status of museums across Canada and to 
encourage all interested groups to hold relevant discussions on the future of museological 
institutions. The Government intends to use feedback on the document to review its role, 
policies, programs and priorities in the museum field. 


The North American Public Demonstrations of High Definition Television (1988) -- This 
document is an overview of survey results from 7,000 individuals at public demonstrations 
in Ottawa, Gatineau, Montreal and Toronto who were asked to compare HDTV with a high 
quality version of the television standard currently used in North America. 


Federal Archaeological Heritage - Protection and Management (1988) -- On May 2, 
1988, the Communications Minister released a discussion paper developed by the 
Departments of Communications, Environment, Indian and Northern Affairs, and Transport 
calling on Canadians to participate in a national review of archaeological heritage 
protection and management issues. The paper examines a number of questions on how 
best to improve the protection and management of archaeological heritage under federal 
jurisdiction, and how the federal approach can best complement provincial and territorial 
policies and programs. 


Financial Statistics on Canadian Telecommunications Common Carriers (1987) -- A 
compilation of data taken from the annual reports to shareholders of the major Canadian 
telecommunications carriers. 


Telecommunications in Canada Quick Facts (1987) -- Data taken from various pertinent 
Statistics Canada publications as well as annual reports of the major Canadian 
telecommunications carriers. 


Making Connections (1988) -- A series of studies resulting from the National Conference 
on Tourism, Culture and Multiculturalism held in Montreal from April 17 to 19, 1988. 
The goal of the Conference, whose theme was "Making Connections", was to bring the 
tourism, cultural and multicultural communities together to find new ways of developing 
and marketing Canada’s cultural and multicultural tourism products, thereby enhancing the 
attractiveness of Canada as a tourism destination.

Response by the Minister of Communications to questions raised by the Standing 
Committee on Communications and Culture further to the Minister’s appearance 
before the Committee on September 22, 1987 -- Response to 56 questions raised by the 
Committee on Communications and Culture concerning broadcasting issues on Canadian 
content, the CBC, technology, specialty services and structural issues. The document was 
released in early November 1987. 


Government Response to the Fifth and Sixth Report of the Standing Committee on 
Communications and Culture (1987) -- Government’s response to two reports by the 
House Standing Committee on Communications and Culture dealing with the Broadcasting 
Act and specialty programming services. The response was tabled in the House of 
Commons on August 26, 1987. 


MSAT Phase B - Final Report (1987) -- This document provides a detailed account of the 
activities and results of Phase B, which was completed late in the 1984-1985 fiscal year, 
and outlines the planned activities that will lead up to the launch of a commercial MSAT 
system in late 1993 or early 1994. 


Comprehensive Government Response to the Third report of the Standing Committee 
on Communications and Culture: Federal Policy Concerning Museums (1987) -- The 
Communications Minister, on May 21, 1987, tabled in the House of Commons this 
government response to the recommendations of the Standing Committee on 
Communications and Culture’s report on the National Museums to increase the individual 
responsibility and effectiveness of the four national museums. 


Government Response to the Report of the Standing Committee on Communications 
and Culture "Taxation of Artists and the Arts" (1987) -Tabled at the House of 
Commons on May 15, 1987, in response to the two Task Force Reports of 1986, Funding 
of the Arts in the Year 2000 (Bovey Report), and The Status of the Artist (Siren-Gélinas 
Report). 


Federal-Provincial Examination of Telecommunications Pricing and the Universal 
Availability of Affordable Telephone Service (1986) -- Report made at the request of 
Canada’s Ministers responsible for Communications by a Group, headed by Jean-Pierre 
Mongeau, of federal and provincial regulators and officials analysing current rating 
practices and principles, identifying a range of possible alternative rating structures, and 
considers their advantages and disadvantages. 


Report and Recommendations of the Task Force Charged with Examining Federal 
Policy Concerning Museums (1986) -- Co-chaired by Clément Richard and William 
Withrow, the National Museums Task Force recommended the dismantling of the 
Corporation of the National Museums of Canada, and that new legislation establish the four 
major federal museums as administratively autonomous, free-standing institutions. The 
Task Force made eight major recommendations regarding the status of the four federal 
museums and the programs and services established to support other museums across 
Canada. The report was released on September 25, 1986. 
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Accent on Access (1986) -- Released by the Task Force on the National Arts Centre on 
September 15, 1986, this document emphasizes the need for a pre-eminent Canadian 
instrument of achievement, recognition, and dissemination for the performing arts, a need 
as compelling today as it was in 1967 when Parliament created the National Arts Centre. 
The Task Force was chaired by Tom Hendry, a Toronto writer and arts consultant. 


The Status of the Artist (1986) -- The report of the Task Force on the Status of the Artist 
made 37 recommendations designed to improve the socio-economic situation of the 
Canadian artist and also recommended the establishment of a National Advisory Committee 
on the Status of the Artist. The Task Force, co-chaired by Paul Siren and Gratien Gélinas, 
released its report on August 27, 1986. 


Funding of the Arts in Canada to the year 2000 (1986) -- On June 26, 1985, Finance 
Minister Michael Wilson and the Communications Minister Marcel Masse announced the 
makeup of a task force to examine methods for more effective funding cf the arts in 
Canada. Chaired by Edmund Bovey, the Task Force on Funding of the Arts released its 
report in June 1986. 


The Other Film Industry (1986) -- Co-chaired by Merit Jensen and Francois Macerola, 
the Non-Theatrical Film Industry Task Force recommended creating several unique support 
programs designed specifically for non-theatrical needs, as well as additional programs 
similar to those that already exist for other sectors of the industry. The report was 
released on October 6, 1986. 


The Effects of Quebec’s Legislation Prohibiting Advertising Intended for Children 
(1986) -- Report prepared by a committee composed of representatives from the 
Departments of Communications of Canada and of Quebec, which was submitted to various 
interest groups, such as the television and advertising industries and consumer protection 
associations, to obtain their reactions concerning the Consumer Protection Act (Bill 72) 
passed in Quebec on December 22, 1978. 


Government Response to the Report of the Sub-Committee on the Revision of 
Copyright (1986) -- Document tabled in the House of Commons in response to the report 
on copyright, "A Charter of Rights for Creators", which was submitted to the Parliamentary 
Sub-Committee on Revision of Copyright. 


Canadian Workplace Automation Research Centre - Overview (1986) -- This document 
describes the objectives and mandate of the new Research Centre which was officially 
opened on November 5, 1985. 


Proceedings of the France-Canada Seminar (1985) -- Presentations by behavioural 
researchers from telecommunications laboratories in France and Canada made at a meeting 
in Ottawa in May 1981. The conference was directed toward understanding the 
methodological issues in the research of 1) human factors of visual displays; 2) human 
factors of information retrieval; 3) evaluation methods for study of field tals; 4) social 
policies. 


The Supply of Communications Equipment in Canada (1984) -- This report updates the 
1981 publication and describes various Canadian companies which supply voice and data 
communications equipment. The study illustrates the impact of existing and emerging 
technologies on markets and the opportunities for future growth. 
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Annual Review and Planning Framework for Telecommunications in the Government 
of Canada (1986/1987) -- The annual review of the telecommunications expenditures of the 
Government of Canada includes a framework to help telecommunications managers assess 
their planning tasks. 


Behavioural Research in Office Communications - The design of user manuals for 
office systems: A review of the literature -- Published in 1983. 


Culture and Communications: Key elements of Canada’s economic future (1983) -- 
A brief submitted in November 1983 to the Royal Commission on the Economic Union 
and Development Prospects for Canada. 


Report on predicting television ghosting interference and picture quality (1983) -- This 
report identifies a practical and more accurate means of predicting the degree of 
interference caused by ghosting on television. 


Canadian Telecommunications: an overview of the Canadian telecommunications 
carriage industry (1988) -- This booklet describes the complex industry and regulatory 
structure of both the Canadian telecommunications industry and the associated government 
regulations, provides an overview of the private sector and describes the characteristics of 
telecommunications services. 


Simply Dance...Inside Canadian Professional Dance (1982) -- This is a primarily 
descriptive work, intended to describe the world of professional dance. The report was 
written by Timothy Plumptre. 


Telidon Behavioural Research 6 - Content assessment: A measurement model for 
videotex -- Published in March 1985. 


Telidon Behavioural Research 5 - Interactive query of languages for external databases 
-- Published in March 1982 


Telidon Behavioural Research 3 - A Study of the Human Response to Pictorial 
Representations on Telidon -- Published in July 1981. 


Telidon Behavioural Research 2 - The Design of Videotex Tree Index -- Published in 
May 1981. 


Canadian Freelance Writers: characteristics and issues (1982) -- Employing survey data 
collected in 1979, this study paints a collective portrait of the Canadian writing scene by 
revealing many details about the circumstances surrounding the life of the Canadian 
freelance writer. 


Summary of Briefs and Hearings -- The Federal Cultural Policy Review Committee, 
created in August 1980, presented its first report to the Minister of Communications on 
January 20, 1982. It summarizes the issues raised in written submissions and oral 
discussions by the artistic and cultural community in Canada. 


Culture in Canada Today: issues and attitudes (1982) -- A study aimed at helping 
cultural policy-makers better understand the issues underlying the production and 
consumption of arts and culture in Canada by providing alternate perspectives, clarifying 
terms and presenting new public opinion survey data. 
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Cultural facilities: oversupply or undersupply -- The purpose of this 1981 study was to 
determine, by means of an in-depth analysis of 31 Canadian communities, the relationship 
between the availability of and public participation in cultural activities. 


Library and bookstore use in Canada (1980) -- A report intended primarily for book 
sellers, librarians and individuals interested in policy and programs related to the promotion 
of reading, library use and the purchase of books. 


Federal tax issues of concern to the arts community in Canada -- An analysis prepared 
in 1978 for the Secretary of State by Touche Ross and Company as a sympathetic, though 
objective, study of the federal tax problems of concern to artists. 


Regulations respecting the export from Canada of cultural property -- A bilingual 
brochure outlining the regulations on the export of cultural property and providing samples 
of application forms to that effeci.

POLICY DOCUMENTS 


Canadian Museum Policy (1990) -- The four national museums’ role and mandate being 
clearly defined by the Museums Act, the Minister of Communications presented on June 22 
a new museums policy outlining the federal government’s objectives concerning museums 
in Canada. The policy will provide for an additional $53 million to the museums over the 
next five years (1990-1991 to 1994-1995). The objectives of the new policy are to 
disseminate and interpret Canadian heritage; facilitate the access of all Canadians to their 
cultural, natural and scientific riches; support museological research and development and 
providing services throughout the country. 


Archaeology Policy (1990) -- Outlines the policy for the protection and management of 
Canada’s archaeological heritage. This booklet precedes the tabling of a bill in the House 
of Commons, toward the end of 1990. 


Canadian Voices, Canadian Choices (1988) -- A new broadcasting policy for Canada 
tabled with Bill C-136, the new broadcasting legislation, on June 23, 1988 (re-introduced in 
the House on October 12, 1989). The Government’s new broadcasting policy commits the 
Government to spending $250 million in new money over the next four years to strenghten 
the production and distribution of Canadian broadcasting services. 


A Policy Framework for Telecommunications in Canada (1987) -- After extensive 
consultations with the public, industry and user groups, and provincial and territorial 
governments, the Minister of Communications announced on July 22, 1987 a 
telecommunications policy establishing two classes of telecommunications carriers to 
simplify the regulatory environment and promote effective competition. 


The National Film and Video Policy -- A booklet describing the National Film and Video 
Policy announced on May 29, 1984. This policy defines complementary roles for the 
public and private sectors in film and video, reflecting their evolution over the last three 
decades. It calls for positive and stimulative measures to strenghten the public and private 
sectors including production, marketing, promotion, distribution and broadcasting.

Copyright and the Cultural Community (1984) -- A document highlighting the 
implications of the White Paper on Copyright Reform for the nation’s creators and cultural] 
industries. 


Building for the Future: Towards a distinctive CBC (1983) -- New policies and iniatives 
to ensure the strenghtened performance and improved accountability of the national 
broadcasting service as a crucial component of an identifiably Canadian broadcasting 
System and as an essential instrument of Canadian cultural development. 


Towards a New National Broadcasting Policy -- Released on March 1, 1983, this 
document presented the major elements of a Broadcasting Strategy for Canada designed to 
enable the nation’s broadcasting system to respond to the technological and programming 
challenges of the 1980s and 1990s.

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Spacebound -- (CO22-35/1982E; $9.95) -- This book tells how Canada became the third 
nation to launch a successful spacecraft, playing a significant role on this new frontier from 
the earliest days of the space era. It describes five different ventures in space involving 
Canadian-built satellites, the first of which was launched in 1962. It also documents 
briefly the research and development efforts and describes our impressive accomplishments. 


Report of the Federal Cultural Policy Review Committee -- (CO52-1/1982E; $9.95) -- 
This 406-page report was released on November 16, 1982 by the Federal Cultural Policy 
Review Committee which conducted a cultural stock-taking of the arts. After receiving 
over 1,300 briefs, holding public hearings in 18 Canadian cities, and deliberating for two 
years, the Committee came to the conclusion that the federal government must give a 
higher priority to supporting cultural activity and artistic creators. The report deals with 
such general matters as federal policies in taxation and funding. It also examines such 
specific areas as the performing, visual and applied arts, film, recording, books, magazines, 
museums, heritage and historic sites, and international cultural affairs. The Committee 
makes over 100 recommendations for federal government action. 


Table of Frequency Allocation -- (COQ23-11986E; $5.75) -- This table shows the 
allocations of various bands of the radio spectrum to Canadian telecommunications users. 

It is based on revisions of the International Frequency Allocation Table developed at World 
Administrative Radio Conferences held by the International Telecommunication Union 
based in Geneva, Switzerland, in which Canada actively participates through a delegation 
led by the Department of Communications. This 1986 version of the Canadian table was 
developed following a Department of Communications’ review of public comment on its 
proposed table in 1985. 


Telecommunications and Canada -- (CO21-5/1979; $6.00) -- This report was prepared by 
the Consultative Committee on the Implications of Telecommunications for Canadian 
Sovereignty (chaired by the Hon. J.V. Clyne). Published in April 1979, this 108-page 
report makes 26 recommendations on issues such as the extent to which both Canada’s 
future as an industrial nation and its sovereignty depend on a strong, competitive 
telecommunications and electronic industry. 


Videotex in Canada -- (COQ22-22/1979; $1.95) -- Published in July 1979, this report 
outlines major issues facing videotex in Canada, with emphasis on Telidon. 


Privacy and Computers -- (CO21-3/1972; $3.25) -- This report deals with the practices 
and laws relating to privacy and computers in Canada. It covers the nature of privacy; the 
information-processing practices of government agencies, public institutions and private 
companies; long-range technological developments; statistical databanks; security banks and 
safeguards; the judicial process; administrative or regulatory remedies; self-regulatory 
remedies; constitutional and international considerations. The report was drafted by a joint 
task force of the Department of Communications and the Department of Justice.
